The President has made publl* the
tollowing letter, which he addressed a
few weeks ago to Henalpr Shields, of

Tennessee:
The White House, Washingion.

My Dear Senator: [ feel so deeply
the possibllities latent in the voto
which Is presently to be taken by the
senate that [ am taking a step which
in ordinary olroumstances I would not
feel justified In taking, and ask you
very frankly If it will not be possibile
for you to vote for the amendment. [
feel that much of the morale of this
country and of the world will repose In
our sincere adherence to democratioc
principles, will depend upon the action
which the sennte takes In this now
critically important matter, If It wore
merely i domestle question, or If the
times were normal, I wonld not feel
that [ could make a direct request of
this sort; but the times are far from
normal, the fortunes of nations are so
linked together, the reactions upon the
thought of the world are so sharp snd
Involve such momentous lssues that I
know that you will indulge my unusual
vourse of uction and permit me to beg
very earnestly that you will lend your
nid In clearing away the difficulties
which undoubledly beset us If the
amendment Is not adoptled,
